Just Who is in Control? 

Taking a look at the examples in God's Word of how our faith and 
works combined can cause healing and mighty miracles we may be 
tempted to think it is all us. After all, if it is our faith and our works that 
accomplish these miracles then we already have all we need, right? I 
don't think so! 

And when he had taken the book, the four beasts and 
four and twenty elders fell down before the Lamb, 
having every one of them harps, and golden vials full of odours, which are the prayers 
of saints. 

Revelation 5:8 (KJV) O 

This is the second error of the apostate "Word of Faith" teacher, the first being the claim that God wants to 
make us rich in this world. They teach either that God is not involved in the prayer answering process or that 
when we say just the right words or do just the right things God must act on our demands! The above verse and 
others like it illustrate that our prayers go to God and it is He who decides how the answers to our prayers are 
dispensed. 

He saw in a vision evidently about the ninth hour of the day an angel of God coming in 
to him, and saying unto him, Cornelius. And when he looked on him, he was afraid, and 
said, What is it, Lord? And he said unto him, Thy prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. 
Acts 10:3-4 (KJV) © 

Make no mistake; our prayers are precious to Him but are always ultimately subject to His will, not ours. When 
we pray our prayers go straight up to God's ears. God our great Judge listens and renders just judgment of His 
children's requests according to His Word. We forget sometimes that our God is omniscient so unlike us He 
knows all He knows when to answer our prayers, but He also knows when to ignore them Yes, He will ignore 
prayers that are not His will, or sometimes make us wait for an answer when the timing is not right.

There are often times when we have a certain way we want things to happen and it seems so good 
to us, but it is not in accordance with His will or timeline. Also He may simply test our faith. Will you trust God 
even when He lets you fall flat on your face sometimes?

We must have the faith to ask, yet never forget who is in control, and we must trust that He will answer if it is His 
will We must take great care in how we use this concept. It will not work for anyone who is not living as 
righteous a life as they can. It is a tool to be used under the guidance of the Holy Spirit in our lives. If the Holy 
Spirit is not there or is grieved it will just not work.
